Comparison with deaths recorded in the civil 
registration system indicate similar sex ratios and age 
distribution. 


Completeness: The estimated very old population is on the same basis as the 
mid-year estimates i.e. if relevant at these ages the population 
includes all those usually resident there, whatever their 
nationality.
